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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant claims are directed to a propylene homopolymer satisfy a specific set 
of properties. As shown in the previous Office action mailed December 14, 2004, 
Gauthler et al. (Macromolecules 1995, 28, 3771-3778) teaches a propylene 
homopolymer prepared in the presence of a metallocene catalyst. While Gauthier 
indicates the propylene homopolymer satisfying some of the properties of the instant 
claims, Gauthier is silent on properties such as soluble content in hexane at 25 °C 
(H25). Because Dr. Okamoto's Declaration of June 14, 2005 has shown that Gauthier's 
polypropylene does not meet all of the limitations of the instant claims such as H25, 
Gauthier's H25 is >99 wt% which is not In the claimed range of 0-88 wt%, Gauthier's 
polypropylene is different from the polypropylene of the instant claims. Therefore, the 
instant claims are deemed to be novel.
